criminated against, 


Have Lost Their Papers. 
Many deserving soldiers have lost 
their discharge papers, and others 
have been victims of errors in the ree- 
ords. 
It is to clear up such records, 
without exorbitant fees, that the state 
proposes to create the commissioner 
mentioned. 
The just and desirable 
statute needed will be passed by Re­ 
publicans at the earliest possible day. 
Democrats defeated the purpose of 
the Furnas bill. 
Why? 
Democrats had a chance to show 
they were friendly to the soldier. They 
oted as foes of the soldier. 
A solid Democratic committee ma­ 
jority reported the bill for indefinite 
postponement.

tion and is the grandson of the Indian 
who holds the medal for being the 
finest physical type of Iroquois left 
alive after the inroads of civilization,

He has been looking 
at the 
papers and has een pictures 
o f Curtiss 
sailing through the air. W ith a crack­ 
er box the boy had made a

made so that the soul of Minnehaha, 
after she had been “buried” in 
the 
branches oL the trees “In the 
fo rest

Old Nokomis, his grandmother, who 
takes the poem play very seriously, 
refused to listen and his father cuffed 
him for the unholy suggestion. 
This 
made Genesee feel bad. 
“It’s too old 
fashioned,” he secretly told the an­ 
cient arrow m aker’s daughter while 
he was dressing for the part of the 
boyhood of Hiawatha. 
“But w ait!” 
The next day he went over to the 
beach dressed in a little shirt and leg­ 
gings, to swim with the other bathers, 
and there he heard a song that had 
more than three tones.

In her beauty, sat the lovely Minne­ 
haha.” 
Just then in the tense silence out 
on the float at the lower end of the 
lake appeared a tiny Indian boy. his 
feather head dress trem bling with ex­ 
citem ent at the example of modern 
progress he intended 
to 
give, 
and, 
stretching up his arm s skyward to the 
abode of the Great Spirit, he sang in 
a boyish soprano that could be heard 
all over the island: 
“Has anybody here seen Kelly, 
Kelly with the green necktie?" 
That was as far as he got, for Kwa- 
sind. the young man. dodged out of 
the doorway and bore him away. 


How 
Uncle 
Sam 
Carefully 
Guards 
the Gold and Silver In 
His Mints. 


The precautions taken at the United 
States mints against waste of the 
precious m etals are of a most extraor­ 
dinary character. 
No miser could 
guard his treasure with more sedulous 
care than does your Uncle Samuel. 
Every evening the floor of the m elt­ 
ing room is swept cleaner than a good 
housewife’s kitchen. 
The dust is put 
carefully aside, and about once in 
three months the soot scraped from 
every flue is ^transferred to the same 
precious dust heap. 
This is then 
burned and from its ashes the govern­ 
ment derives a handsome income. 
The earthenw are crucibles used in 
melting are not employed more than 
three times. 
Then they are crushed 
under heavy rollers and in their por­ 
ous sides are found fine flakes of fin« 
silver. 
Like Aladdin with his lamp, 
Uncle Sam would not exchange old 
crucibles for new ones 
In the melting room when the cast-’ 
ers raise their ladles from the melting 
pots a shower of sparks flies from the 
molten surface of the metal. 
For the 
most part they are bits of incandes­ 
cent carbon, but clinging to the car­ 
bon is often a minute particle of 
metal. 
Lest such particles should ej 
cape the ashes and clinkers below the 
furnaces are gathered up at night. Th« 
debris is ground into powder by 
a 
steam crusher and then is sold to a 
smelter, like ordinary ore, at 
a pric« 
per ton warranted by the gssayer. 
The ladles that atir the precious 
metal, the big iron rods, the strainers 
and the dippers all are tested in 
a 
most curious fashion. 
After consider­ 
able use they become covered with a 
thin layer of oxidized silver, which 
looks for all the world like brown 
rust. 
The implements are then laid 
in baths of a solution of sulphuric 
acid, which eats away the iron 
and 
steel and leaves the silver untouched. 
Gradually the ladle, or whatever the 
Implement Is, will disappear, and in 
its 
place rem ains 
a hollow 
silver 
counterpart of the original, delicate 
as spun glass. 
These fragile casts r« 
produce the ladle with perfect accur­ 
acy in all its details, although their 
surfaces are perforated with innumer­ 
able little holes. 
Scarcely have they 
been molded, however, before they are 
cast Into a crucible, to become is 
time dollars, quarters and dimes. 
There is a large tank in one corner 
of the melting room and into it newly 
east silver bars are dropped and left 
to cool. 
Infinitesimal flakes of silver 
scale off and rise to the surface of 
the water, which acquires the metallic 
lustre of a stagnant pool. 
Here is sil 
ver which must not be lost, so beneath 
the pipe through which the tank is 
emptied Is banked a thick layer ol! 
mud. 
As the water filters through it 
the mud retains the precious resi 
ciuum. 
Four times a year this mud is re 
moved, and each experiment show« 
that some $50 has been saved by this 
device.

Aley s Child Labo r Plans 


Ro bert J. Aley , State superintedent 
o f public instructio n, who will leav e 
December 1st to assume the presi­ 
dency o f the Univ ersity o f Maine, is 
anx io us to see the nex t State legisla ­ 
ture enact a child labo r lawy that will 
meet present co nditio ns in Indiana. 
Mr. Aley has studied the 
questio n 
chiefly fro m the standpo int o f the 
scho o l, and will pro bably reco mmend 
in his repo rt to the Go v erno r a law 
patterned a fter that enacted in Ohio 
by the last general assembly o f the 
State. 
The Ohio law 
pro v ides 
that 
no 
child under six teen y ears o f age shall 
be regularly emplo y ed unless he o b­ 
tains a certificate sho wing the co m­ 
pletio n o f the 
fifth 
grade 
in 
the 
scho o ls o f the State, while any child 
o f fo urteen y ears o r o v er who has 
co mpleted the eighth grade 
in 
the 
co mmo n scho o ls may 
be 
emplo y ed 
under pro per co nditio ns. 
Under the 
Ohio law the scho o l autho rities hav e 
po wer to co mpel any child under six ­ 
teen y ea rs to return to scho o l, ev èn 
' tho ugh he ho lds a certificate, if in 
their o pinio n the child’s time is be­ 
ing wasted.

F o r fu rth er confirm ation he 
w ent to H a rry N ew . 
W h a t passed be­ 
tween them Is unknown, as neither 
w ill discuss the affair. 
According to some of those who 
w ere present. M r. N ew was assisting 
in introducing Roosevelt to the persons 
in the lobby of the club. 
Som eone in­ 
troduced Jud g e Anderson to Roosevelt, 
but just w ho made the introduction 
is not now- clea r to those who were 
present. 
Th e introduction 
was cor 
d ially acknow ledged by Roosevelt and 
Ju d g e Anderson passed on with the 
crowd. 
It is a m atter of history that when 
Jud g e Anderson’s name was presented 
to 
Presid en t Roosevelt 
for appoint 
ment as judge of the federal court. Mr. 
N ew opposed the appointm ent.

was actuated by purely personal rea­ 
sons. 
H e went to W ashington at the 
request of
